Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. Structure that is critical or essential to the practice of 
the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229. 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The claims appear to be 
statements of desired results that contain no structural limitations on how the desired 
results are achieved.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 

States. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Buelna. 

The patent by Buelna (5,052,349) shows a rotary valve with intake and exhaust 
runners for an internal combustion engine. The rotary valve allows for a less complex 
engine design, is adaptable to a variety of current and future engine designs, and 
reduces weight and internal friction and power loss without the transfer of rotating to 
reciprocating motion. Lower speed Is required to operate and achieve a smooth engine 
idle. Higher revolutions per minute capability is limited only by the crankshaft, rod and 
piston assemblies vs. Conventional valve train limitations subject to valve float and 
spring tension. 

More usable horsepower and torque improving power to weight ratio. Increased 
energy efficiency and improved fuel economy, an improved engine throttle response 
provides quick r.p.m's, and engine vibration is reduced. Unobstructed intake and 
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exhaust port openings provide improved air/fuel flow to combustion cliambers and 
increased exhaust flow perfomiance. A higher air/fuel intake and exhaust volumes are 

possible with unrestrictive port openings. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited.
